Though Mr. Knight has been active in 
church affairs for scme time past, it was 
not generally known that he contenm- 
plated entering the ministry and the an- 
nouncement of his decision to take this 
step will no doubt cause very great sur- 
prise to his many friends in Atlanta and 
throughout the state. 

Mr. Knight is already an honor grad- 
uate of the State university at Athens 
ar.d to his classical and literary equip- 
rent he will add three years of theo- 
legical work at Princeton, which is the 
oldest Presbyterian seminary in the 
United States and one of the most thor- 
ough institutions in the world for the 
training of young candiéates for the 
Presbyterian pulpit. At the conclusion 
of his theologica] course at Frinceton it 
‘s Hkely that ie will put fn another year 
cf study at Union Theological seminary 
fr.

HISTORY OF VIRGINIA SOCIETY. 


Organization Was at One Time Ac- 
tive, with Club Rooms.

HONOR TO LEE. 


SOUTH'S HERO 


Daughters of Confederacy 
Present Interesting Exer- 
-cises at Capitol. - 


GOVERNOR CANDLER SCORES 
A CHATTANOOGA PREACHER 


Confederate Veterans and Daughtcrs 
of the Confederacy filled the hall of the 
house cf representatives yesterday after- 
noon on the occasion of the annual ex; 
ercises arranged by the Atlanta chapter, 
United Daughters of te Confederacy, 
in honor of the birthday of General 
Robert E. Lee. The hal! was comforta- 
bly crowded, chairs filling the aisles and 
spaces around the speaker's stand, while 
many occupied seats ir. the gallery. 

Confederate gray was conspicuous, It 
was worn by the veterans of the Soldiers’ 
home, who were present at these exer- 
cises in a: body for the ‘first time, and 
in their uniforms, and it.was worn by the 
members of Camp W. H. VT. Walker, 
who were in attendance. The veterans of 
Atlanta camp, No. 159, U. C. V., those 
of Camp Walker and of -the Soldiers’ 
home ceccupied, seats tothe left facing 
the speaker’s stand, while the members 
of Atlanta chapter, Daughters of th? 
Confederacy, and their guests were seai- 
ed on the right from the same point of 
view. The eudience almost presented the 
appearance. of\a joint session of the gen- 
€ral assembly, with as many guests as 
members present. It: was one. of the 
largest audiences that ever guthered to 
celebrate Lee’s birthday. 

The only decoration in the hall was the 
life-sizg portrait of Gereral Robert E. 
Lee, which was borrowed from the state 
library and placed back of and above 
the speaker's stand. It is said to be an 
excellent and a striking likeness of the 
great general, and it occupied a fitting 
and appropriate station for the occasion. 

Wurm’s orchestra furrished the instru- 
mental music, and several patriotic selec. 
tions, including ‘“‘Suwanee River,’ were 
played preceding the exercises, and 
“Dixie” and many others were inter- 
spersed throichout the programme. 

There was applause when, shortly after 
3 o'clock, Governor Candler and Co@- 
mander Charles \ 8S: Arnall ‘entered the 
hall, closely followed by Rev. H. S. 
Bradlev, of Trinity church, and Professor 
Kenneth G. Matheson, the orator of the 
day, ard proceeded to the speaker 3 
stand. Captain Arnall presided over the 
meeting and introduced the speakers. Th» 
programme was arranged by Mrs. W. ~?. 
Pattillo, chairmar cf the comnnittee cn 
arrangements, 

The exercises were opened with praver 
by Rev. Mr. Bradley, who’ gave thanks 
that the pecple of the scuth had such a 
man as Lee, of whom to célebrate the 
memory and to hold up as an example 
of manly courege and spotless virtue to 
rising generations. 

Captiin Arnall in intreducing Profes- 
sor Matheson, vho hc!ds the chair of 
English at: the Technological schoot who 
is a graduate of. Leland Stanford, Jr., uni- 
versity and a finished scholar, refered to 
the fact that’ he was from Scuth Caro- 
lina, a state which has always held her 
place in the forefrcnt of the nation, and 
which has furnished ber quota of able 
public men who have taken their part in 
the making of the south and of their 
country. 

Professor Matheson’s Address. 

Professor Matheson deliverea a master- 
ly address, showing a remarkable amount 
of study of and familiarity with the life 
and work cf General Lee. Many incidents 
of his life were related in an interesting 
manner, and his audience listened intent- 
ly throughout the address. 

He spoke ot types of men, p.acing Lee 
among the highest If man had a Simian 
ancestry, there can be ro doubt aboug 
tre fact that God madeeGeneral Lee. 
There were no additionai thoughts to be 
presented upon the- life and history of 
Lee, he said. The lessons of his life have 
been the theme of the poet, the musician, 
the ore tor and the historian, but it is good 
thus to re-italize the memory of this 
great hero and gratitude fuer hie 
heroic’ and valiant iife. 

Professor Mathescn spoke of the history 
of Lee's eariier life, his West Point ex- 
periences, and showed that he had just 
the qualitites for the making of the hero 
ard the man that he was.: He spoke 
also of his campaizns in’ Mexico as an 
officer in the federal army. There was a 
limit to human greatness, he said, and he 
with cthers was prone to look for weak- 
nesses found so often in brother man. 

‘“‘But,’” said Proefessor Matheson, ‘a 
General Lee's life teveals a 
man. than whcm hisfory records no great- 
er. From friend and fve alike comes this 
univers: al verdict?” (Applause.. 

‘His memory will never be affected by 
any atterapt to deny him a place in a 
temporary hall of fame,’ Professor 
Matheson said. ‘‘Fame has accorded hirn 
a lasting place in that true temple, the 
hearts and minds of men, from which he 
can never be eftaced.”’ (Applause.) 

Speaking of Lee’s choice when the 
states of the south were discussing seces- 
sion, he said Lee was opposed to seced- 
ing, but when the supreme moment came, 
while he was a,true citizen of his coun- 
try, he was first a true citizen of his 
state, a true Virginian, and with Vir- 
ginia he went and led the cause of the 
south through the great struggle. Briefly 
he traced Lee’s work and record througb- 
out the war, told of his great goldierly 
ability and characteristics in camp and

The speaker concluded with a refer- 
ence to the personal and private charac- 
ter of Lee, He was truly a Christian 
gertitleman, and his life was founded upon 
faith in God. 

“We will consider him no longer as 
the leader of the lost cause, but as a 
leader to that higher cause in which we 
all hope to be victors. 

‘‘Take him for all in all he was a man. 
We shall not look upon his like again.” 
(Prolonged applause.) 

Under the leadership of Mrs W. 5S. 
Yeates, chairman of the music commit- 
tee, the Daughters of the Confederacy, 
standing, sang ‘Dixie.’ The power of 
the famous old song to provoke unre- 
strained enthusiasm, cheers and waving 
of handkerchiefs Was ‘never more appa- 
rent than after each stanza and the 
chorus.

Governor Tells a Storv. 

Governor Candler was then introduced 
by Captain Arnall and made a brief 
speech. He said the confederate vetérans 
were entitled to ‘the tribute which the. 
brilliant speaker,’ Professor ~ Matheson, 
had paid them. There was no doubt, he 
said, that the veterans of the south 
performed the gréatest deeds of .valor— 
were the greatest’ soldiers—of any soldiers 
that had beén tried .wpon the field of 
battle ir 2,000 years, Caesar's legions not 
even excepted. 

The governor told an amusing story of 
a number of veterans who at a reunion 
last year were telling their experiences 
at Fredericksburgs ®tarpsburg, Appo- 
mattox and at Gettysburg. Finally some 
one called on Mr. Jomes, who was a 
veteran of the reeent war with Spain.

That Military Post at Manila. 
Mr. Richardson, the democratic leade., 
pressed Mr. Cannon to know under what 
law it was proposed to appropriate $500,-

The ehairman of the . appropriations 
committee replied that there was no spe- 


post,.but whether under, the general or- 
ganizatiqn, of the army, in the, field such 
an appropriation was In order it would 
remain for the chairman of the commit- 
‘tee of the whole to determine when the 
eppropriation was reached.

“From every standpoint,”’ said Mr. Can- 
non, “I believe it is apt and proper that 
there should be suitable entertainment of 
the representative of a great people pe- 
yond the sea whe have gtven us so much 
of our bene and brawn and brain.’’

Washington, January. 20.——Debate on 
the Philippine tariff ‘bill will begin in tho 
senate somorrow. On behalf of the ma- 
jority cf the committee on Philippines 
Mr. Lodge, the chairman, today reported 
the measure and gave notice thet he 
would call it up. for consideration at 2 
o'clock tomorrow. Mr. Rawlins, of 
Utah, acting for the minority of the 
comnfittee, offered a substitute for the 
bill of the majority and announced that 
he would submit some remarks upon it 
at the conclusion of Mr. Lodge's state- 
ment in support cf the n:ajority report. 

During the greate: part of today’s ses- 
s10n the measure providing for the estab- 
lishment of a department of commerce 
was under. ccnsideration. An effort was 
made by Mr. Nelson, of Minnesota, in 
charge of the bill, to secure a vote upon 
it. but the opposition to many of its 
provisions became so strong that the ef- 
fort had to be abardoned. 

Department of Commerce. 

In an extended statement Mr. Nelson 
replied to the critic'sms which had becn 
made of the bil. The departments prin- 
cipally affected by the measure ‘were 
those of the treasury and the interior. 
The former had on its rolls 4,414 eni- 
ployees’ In Washington ond the Ireatter 
48l—each having a greater number of 
employecs than all the other denart- 
ments combined, 

Mr. Nelson-said he believed there was a 
strong. public sentiment in the country in 
favor of the establishment of a depart-

~-WEARY OF WAR 
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‘General Bell Will Adopt He 
Measures in Batangas 


He Has Ordered His Troops To Wage 
War in Most Vigorous Fashion, 
Involving Reconcentration 
in a Modified Form, 


Washington, January 20.—Having fali- 
U, after two years’ strife in subduing 
he insurrection in Batangas province, 
Which lies just south of Manila, and iav- 
Ing satisfied himself that lenient trcat- 
ment of the insurgents is productive of 
mo good results, General J. Franklin 
Bell, the military commander in that 
province, has determined on the enforce- 
ment of the war in the most vigorous 
end determined fashion, involving recon- 
centration in a modified form, the appli- 
cation of martial law in all directions 
and the unsparing pursuit and punish- 
ment of the natives who act as spies ani 
traitors te-the United States. 

The reconcentration order is dated at 
Batangas, December 8 last. It provides 
for the gstablishment of a zone around 
the garrisons into which the friendly in- 
habitants are to. be required to come 
unger penalty of confiscation and de- 
struction of their property. This is said 
to be necessary to prevent the collection 
of forced contributions from the inhabit- 
ants by the insurgents. The military 
officers are allowed to fix the price of 
necessaries of life, and it is promised 
that the people may return as soon as 
peaceful conditions are established. 

Peace Is Not Wanted. 

This order is followed by a long circu- 
lar by General Bell to his station com- 
manders. It begins with the statement 
that he shares in the general conviction 
that the insurrection continues because 
the greater part of the people, especially 
the wealthiest ones, do net really wart 
peace, put tho greatest good to the 
gieatest number, he says, can Ye best 
brought about by putting a prompt end 
to the insurrection. Therefore, he directs 
the application of General Order No. 1%,

VEST AFTER SUBSIDY BILL. 


He Introduces a Substitute Measure 
in the Senate. 

Washington, January 20.—Senator Vest 
today introduced ig the senate a substi- 
tute for the ship subsidy bill, his bill 
of the last congress repealing the law 
prohibiting the purchase of foreign built 
ships. He will offer the following amend- 
ment to the ship bill as reported by 
Senator Frye: a 

“That any vessel purchased or built 
in a foreign ‘country, and the property 
of a citizen of the United States or of 
any corporation created under the laws 
of the United States or any of the states 
thereof, shall be admitted to registry in 
the United States, but no subsidy shall 
be paid to the owner of such vessel un- 
der the provisions of this act, nor shall 
such vessel be admitted to the coastwise 
trade of the United States.’’ 

Another amendment prohibiting combi- 
nations to secure advantages under the 
bill was introduced by Senator Vest. 


Important Bankrupt Decision. 

Washington, January 20.—In an opinion 
delivered by Chief Justice Fuller, the 
United States supreme court today held 
in effect that a person holding funds be- 
lcnging to another person who had beon 
edjudged a bankrupt should be compeiied 
to turn them over to the trustee in 
bankruptcy. The case in which the de- 
cision was rendered was that of Arthur 
W. Mueller v. William T. Nugent, of 
Louisville, Ky. 
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It is frequently impossible, he says, to 
obtain evidence against influential per- 
sons as long €s they are at ‘iberty, but 
once confined, evidence is easily obtain- 
able.

Attitude of That Country on Eve 
of Spanish Wan 


Lord Cranborne Tells the Commons | 
That Great Britain Flatly Re- 
fused To Join a Continental 
Combine To Coerce the 
United States. 


London, January 20.—Amid an absolute 
silence that was a striking tribute to the 
deep interest felt in the matter, Lord 
Cranborne, under secretary for foreign 
affairs in the house of commons, made 
the first official statement which has ever 
emanated from the British government 
regarding its private attitude toward 
the United States in the war with Spain. 

The subject of proposed European in- 
tervention in the Spanish-American war 
was brought up by Henry Norman 
(liberal) in the form of a question ask- 
ing whether any communication propos- 
ipg or concerning jotnt or collective ac- 
tion by the European states, in view of 
the outbreak, or expected outbreak, of 
the Jate war between the United States 
and Spain, was received from the Aus- 
trian or any other government, and, if 
so, What was the nature of the reply of 
her majesty’s government. 

What the Powers Wanted. 

Lord Cranborne in reply sa'd no such 
communication had been made to the 
government after the outbreak of thé 
war, but that immediately before the 
war communications were received from 
otBer powers suggesting the presentation 
of a joint note to the president of the 
United States. Her majesty’s govern- 
ment agreed to join with the other pow- 
ers in a note expressing the hope that 
turther negotiations might lead to a 
peaceful Settlement, accompanied by 
guarantees acceptable to the United 
States for the preservation of order In 
Cuba. 

Her majesty’s government, Lord Cran- 
borne continued, declined to associate 
itself with other subsequent proposals 
which seemed open to the objection of 
putting pressure on the government of 
the United States and offering an opin- 
ion on its action. 

This statement was received with a 
burst of ringing cheers such as seldom 
greets the mere answer ofa parliamen- 
tary question. 

inquirtes made by the Associated 
Press concerning the “proposals’’ men- 
tioned by Lord Cranborne elicited im- 
rertant information from the foreign 
office. The occasion upon which Great 
Britain deliberately put dowr her foot 
was, according to the foreign office, 
when the Austrian ambassador at Lon- 
aon interviewed Lord Salisbury and ask- 
ec him if Great Britain woula be willing 
to join in a collective note from the 
European powers urging the United 
States to desist ‘from war with Spain. 
Such a note was not to threaten reprisals 
or intervention, but was in the nature of 
a strong protest and a plea for arbitra- 
tion. 

Salisbury Would Not Agree, 

Lord. Salisbury, so the representative 
of the Associated Press was informed, 
regarded this proposition as an unwar- 
rantable interference in the affairs of a 
friendly country and said so, declaring 
that Great Britain would not be a party 
to any such steps, especially in view of 
the late President McKinley’s attitude 
toward the ante-beiJum efforts of Euro- 
pean powers to avert war. 

The foreign office heard nothing more 
on this subject, the matter of a collective 
note apparently being dropped. 

Regarding ‘the much disputed point as 
to what powers were previously prepared 
tc sign this note, had Great Britain ac- 
quiesced therto, the following statement 
from a high official of the foreign office, 
threugh whose hands all secret dis- 
patches passed, had best be given in his 
own language. This official said: 

“We have no documentary evidence to 
prove that any power other than the one 
which formally approached us was con- 
cerned in this effort to send a collective 
note to the United States, the purport of 
which, however polite the wording, 
must necessarily have been that of a 
threat. We had at the time, however, 
every reason to believe that this power 
was merely put forward as a sort of 
buffer in order to sovnd us and that 
France, Gergnany and Russia were be2- 
hind her and only awaiting our assent 
formally to announce their own.” 


CHAMBERLAIN ON THE BOERS. 


Secretary Defends His Policy in the 
House of Commons. 

London, January 20.—The first im- 
pertant debate of the session began in 
the house of commons tonight on an 
amendment to the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne. The debate cali- 
ed out Mr. Chamberlain, the colonial 
secretary, who spoke vigorously in de- 
fense of the Boer war. He made the 
significant statement that if Lord Salis- 
bury’s speech intimated the Boers be- 
lieved ‘they could at any time secure a 
repetition of Lord Kitchener’s terms, he 
wished to inform them they were mis- 


taken. 

Mr. Chamberlain admitted, however, 
that the gcvernment’s programme was 
not ome of extermination. The Boers, he 
said, had already been offered terms of 
liberality which surprised even England's 
most severe critics. Since they had been 
rejected, th: gove*nmert did not propose 
tc embarrass itself with a further specific 
offer, and certairly would not withdraw 
the prociamation of Avgust 7, 1901. It 
would not propose any general confisca- 
tion of property. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that the mag- 
nanimous treatment of the _ soldiers of 
the confede:acy had been held up as an 
example, and it had been suggested that 
the course of the United States in that 
matter should be followed in South 
Afric’. % 

“I am wiliing to accept the parallel,” 
said the colcnial secretary. 

“While the lives of the soldiers were 
spared, no rclitical conditions were given 
the confederates while their property 
was confiscated on a tremendous scale. 
I see no reason whatever to believe that 
an unccnditional surrender would perma- 
nently alienate a conquered people. [t 
did not in the case of the United Stctes, 
although it dd not lead to immediate 
harmony. But, after a period which is a 
mere trifie in the life history of a na- 
ticn it did kad to complete 1@union.”

TOUR OF PRINCE HENRY 
WILL NOT INCLUDE SOUTH 


He Will Visit Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Niagara Falls and Boston, Ac- 
cording to the Programme ~ 
Which Has Been Re- 
ceived in Berlin. 


New York, January 20.—The New York 
Staats Zeltung announces that Prince 
Henry has accepted an invitation to @ 
banquet in his fionor by the American 
press during his visit to this country. 
The dinner wil, it is believed, be held at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. The editors and 
publishers of all the large daily newspa- 
pers in the United States will be invited 


to attend. . 

Berlin, January 2.—Admiral Prince 
Henry ‘of Prussia, while in the United 
States, will visit Chicago, Milwaukee, Ni- 
agara Falls and Boston. These points 
are embraced in the itinerary which. has 
been cabled here by Dr. Von Holleben, 
the German ambassador at Washington. 
This programme was submited to Em- 
peror William and rrince Hénry today 
and has been approved by them. Its gen- 
eral outline is as follows: 

February 22—The arrival of the prince 
and his suite at New York. 

February 23—The official welcome by the 
representatives of President Roosevelt, 
the governor of the state of New York 
and the mayor of New York city. 

February 24—The launching of the yacht 
at Shooters island and a @inner to be 
given by Prince Henry. 

February 25—A reception in honor of 
Prince Henry, a dinner in his honor will 
be given by the mayor of New York, and 
if consistent with these functions, a re- 
ception by the press club. 

February 26—The prince and his party 
will proceed to Washington, where the 
prince will reside at the German em- 
bassy. He will exchange calls with Pres- 
ident Rooseveit and be entertained at 
dinner at the white house. 

February 27—Official receptions and vis- 
its and a dinner at the German embassy. 

February 28~The prince and his party 
will start for Chicago. 

The apportionment of the prince’s time 
between Chicago, Milwaukee, Niagara 
Falls and Boston has not been precisely 
made. In fact, although the foregoing is 
the official plan as it stands today, any 
part of it may subsequently be modified. 
Cablegrams on the subject of the pro- 
gramme are still being exchanged. 


GETTING READY TO ADJOURN. 


Congress of Pan-Americans To Close 
January 31. 

Mexico City. January %.—The Pan- 
American conference at today’s session 
adopted a resolution on adjournment ac- 
cording to which the closing session 1s 
to be held on January 31. The conference 
also approved a resolution to send the 
salutation of th conference to Senor 
Alvo, the famous Argentina writer on in- 
ternational law, who is now past 80 
year sof age. “2 

In spite of the protest of a commerciai 
agency of the United States the commit- 
tee on commerce and reciprocity of the 
Pan-American conference decided this 
evening to recommend the Philadelphia 
Commercial Museum to the good offices 
of the nations represented at the confer- 
ence by means of the following recom- 
mendations: 

“The second international American 
conference recommends to the government 
of the republics therein represented the 
advisability of adopting measures look- 
ing to the speedy completion and repova- 
tion of the collection of their products 
exhibited in the Commercial Museum, of 
Philadelphia, and the forwarding to the 
said museum of the data, reports and 
publications of a general character, tend- 
ing to favor and increase mercantile 
traffic.’’ 

There is some delay in perfecting the 
project for an international court of 
claims. It had been an obligatory agree- 
ment to submit to the permanent arbitra- 
tion court of The Hague all pecuniary 
claims of private citizens of any one of 
the contracting nations against the gov- 
ernment of any other of said contracting 
nations and which diplomacy cannot set- 
tle, this obligation to last for five years 
by way of trial. The delay is due to the 
fact that the United States’ delegation is 
awaiting final instructions from Wash- 
ington. There is a prospect that there 
will yet be lively times in the conference 
before it closes, 

The Peruvians, following the example 
of the Mexicans and Argentines, have 
decided to present a report showing all 
that Peru has done since the last Pan- 
American conference to carry out its re- 
commendations. , Among other points 
they will treat of arbitration and‘ they 
will take advantage of the opportunity 
to take a few shots at Chile. 


REBELS RUSHED MARACAIBO. 


Foes of Castro Attempt To Capture 
the City. 


Willemstad, Island of Curacao, Jan- 
uary 20.—It becameknown that the in- 


caibo on Saturday were adherents of 
General Hernandez, who is called “El 
Mocho,”’ and who is still kept in prison 
by President Castro. The revolutionists 
attacked the police post situated in the 
main street. The fight there ended in 
the defeat of the revolutionists. There 
were ‘several’ men killed and wounded, 
according to the latest advices received, 
other reports making the loss quite heavy 
on the government side. 

The revolutionists concentrated at Par.- 
aguana and near Vela de Coro, accord- 
ing to the reports which have reached 
Curacao, appear to have been defeated 
by the government forces. The au- 
thorities at Carupano have raised a large 
war tax on all the foreign residents 
which action has caused protests on 
the part of foreign representatives and 
requests for the dispatch of war vessels 
to protect foreign interests.

They String Up Negro Who Killed

TOOK HIM FROM THE OFFICERS 


The Coroner’s Jury Fails To Develop 
Any Evidence as to Identity 
of Mdb. 


Senatobia, Miss., January 20-—A. C. 
Moon, a planter near Strayhorn, Miss., 
was shot Sunday afternoon by Sam 
Bowie, a negro planter and _ school 
teacher. Strayhorn is about 15 miles west 
of this “point. 

Bowie surrendered and W. H. Scroggin 
and'H. Coe were specially deputized to 
bring him to Senatobia. 

When in the Arkabutla bottom, a few 
miles from town, the nrisoner and the 
officers were surrounded by a mob and 
orderéd to vive up their guns. The two 
special officers were taken a distance of 
several hundred yards. and ordered to 
decamp. The prisoner was shot to death 
and the mob vanished. 

A coroner's jury did not develop any 
evidence as to the identity of the mob. 

Moon, who is a planter, is in a critical 
condition. Bowie was prominent among 
the members of his race. The cause of 
the killing has not developed. —

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BOILING OIL FLOOD 
COVERS MILL YARD 


Quite Sertous Fire Vents Its Fury in 
Valdosta. 


LOSS IS PLACED AT $50,000 


Flames Started in Oil Mill of Vai- 
dosta Guano Works, and but for 
Heroic Work of Firemen 
Results Might Have 
Been Terrible. 


Valdcsta, Ga, January 20.—(Speclal.)— 
What promised to be thé greatest fire 
{hat ever visited this city occurred this 
evening between 6 ar@i 8 o'clock. The loss 
will amount to $60,000 or $60,000, though 
only good luck kept it from reaching a 
quarter of a million. 

The fire occurred just a few feet beyond 
the limits of the city at the guano factory 
of the Valdosta guano works. The flames 
first appeared in the oil mill and the alarm 
was sent in by telephone. The firemen 
responded, though the distance of the 
blaze from the city made it necessary to 
stretch severa] hundred yards of hose in 
order to reach the blaze. 

Closely adjoining the oil mill was the 
main fertilizer works, while on the other 
de was the acid chamber, the seed room, 
then the ginnery. Near the burning build- 
ing were three huge tanks of oil, while 
hundreds of cords of wood were piled in 
the yards between the various buildings. 
The fire burned fiercely for an hour an 
& half, consuming the oi] mill, the seed 
room, the boiler rooms, the ginnery oi) 
tanks and much of the wood. 

The. firemen, assisted by scores of citl- 
zens, White and black, fought nobly to 
protect the property of the company, and 
victory over the flames was won only 
afcer the firemen and the water supply 
were exhausted. 

Boiling Oil Floods Yards. 

During the fiercest of the fight the three 
huge oil tanks, the oil in them being 
heated to boiling point and the metad 
worked to red heat, fell in, pouring the 
boiling oil al) over the yafds. The fire- 
men and other fighters of the flames es- 
caped by rushing to the main building 
which had been protected from the fire. 

At 8 o’clock, after two hours of hard 


work, the fire was declared to be under 
control. The main building of the factory 
and the acid chamber were saved. The 
total Joss reached from $50,000 to $60,000, 
with insurance upon the whole plant 


amounting to about that sum. 


This is the beginning of the fertilizer 
season and the company had on hand 
about $200,000 worth of stock, most of 
which was saved. 

Messrs. T. G. Cray.ferd and Frank Rob- 
erts, leading stockholders in the com- 
pany, were on hand early and were among 
the most valiant fighters to save the val- 
uable -property. The burning buildings 
will be rebuilt at once. The factory is one 
of the oldest and biggest of Valdosta’s 
enterprises. 

It is said ttat the fire caught in some 
iint under the oil mill, but !n what manner 
is not known.

ON THE NIGHT OF CHRISTMAS 


Dortie, When Told of Death of Dee- 
gan, Sheds Tears and Ex- 
pressés Regret.

‘General Lee answered: “McClellan will 
get away if my orders are not obeyed.’ 
~ ‘What he meant I do not know,’’ added 
Mr. Goode, “‘but it was whispered around 
that two major generals had not done 
as L@e directed them.”’

The Roanoke Light Infantry and _ the 
Martinsville company have been ordered 
to accompany the negro, Joel Higgin- 
botham, under arrest for the brutal as- 
sault of Mrs. Webber in Lynchburg, 
from Roanoke to the former city. 

The negro will be taken to Lynchburg 
on Wednésday for identtficeation by his 
victim. He will then be taken back to 
Roanoke for safe keeping until his’ trial, 
which will also take place in Lynch- 
burg. 

Governor Montague has prepared a web 
of protection for the prisoner and is de- 
termined to prevent any mob violence 
either in this or any other case. 

The greatest secrecy is being main- 
tained and in Lynchburg it is believed 
that the negro will be brought down 
under police guard. They hope to have 
him identified, indicted and tried the 
same day. The indignation in the Hill 
City has by no means died out and the 
presence of troops is thought to be neces- 
sary to prevent a lynching. 

The negro is being kept closely guarded 
in the jail at Roanoke and is feeling the 
strain. Those who have seen him state 
that he would hardly be recognized as 
the same man. He had held up well till 
Monday and protested his innocence. To- 
day, however, he made the remark that 
the iron-backed knife was not the one 
that had blgod on it. The iron-backed 
knife was found among the negro’s ef- 
fects at the school house where he was 
janitor and was bloody when discoy- 
ered, 


Death Overtakes Veteran. 

Richmond, Va., January 20.—(Special.)— 
John Daley, a native ot Boston, and a 
union veteran: who served in Hancock's 
corps, was killed today on the Chesapeake 
and Ohio railroad about 30 miles below 
Richniond.

IS STOPPED BY JUDGE 


Negro Was Seen To Drag White 
Woman from Buggy—Threat- 
ened Pursuer with Death, 
but Was IXnocked Down 
and Captured. 


Richmond, Va., January 6.—(Special.)— 
Neal Stanbach, colored, aged 18, was in- 
dicted by the grand jury at Portsmouth 
this afternoon, charged with criminal as- 
sault on Mrs. Eliza Pruafer, aged 70 years, 
in Norfolk county, last Saturday night. 

Subsequently County- Judge Portlock 
became doubtful of the legality of an 
indictment found on a legal holiday, 
which today (General Lee’s birthday) is, 
and advised that Stanbach be indicted 
anew tomorrow. This will probably be 
done and Stanbach, it is expected, will 
be tried tomorrow for this crime. , 

Stanbach, at his preliminary hearing, 
attempted to plead not guilty, but was 
silenced by the judge. The‘negro, who 
is a large mulatto longshoreman, dragged 
Mrs.*Pruafer from her buggy as she 
was driving from Portsmouth to her 
home at Deep Creek. Passers-by heard 
her cries and pursued the negro, never 
losing sight of him. 

Alexander Moore overtook him, and 
though the negro threatened him with 
death, he knocked him down. Mrs. Pru- 
afer identified him and he wags lodged 
in Portsmouth ja‘). The authorities fear- 
ing violence, kept the crime secret, but 
the truth leaked out and early Sunday 
morning a mob demanded the prisoner, 
but were coaxed and frightened away 
by Jailer Hybert and a strong guard. 

Another attempt was made last night, 
but failed, and no violence is now an- 
ticipated. Mrs. Pruafer, wife of a mem- 
ber of the naval post band, is a woman 
of good character and of considerable 
means. She came from Brooklyn about 
six years ago.

The others who. escaped are George 
Bullard, charged with murdering a man 
in the railroad yards at Bessemer and 
placing his body across a pair of bump- 
ers on a freight train; A, J. Dys, of 
Nashville, charged with grand larceny, 
and Jeff Van'Horn, of Ensley, charged 
with highway robbery. 

A Letter from Duncan. 


Duncan has written the following letter 


in explanation of his act: 

“Yardscrabble, Strong 
uary 20. 

“To the Editor of The Age-Herald: 

"Tl thought I would drop a few,.words 
to the public by!way of explanation, hop- 
ing that none will be disappointed :n 
calling to see me at my miserable place 
of existence at the present time. My 
stocks have raieéd about 75 per cent ‘in 
the last few months, and I am thinking 
seriously of taking a trip over to Mys- 
terious island, being a victim of circuin- 
stance, and the rankest of persecution. 
I think it very essential to my health 
in taking a change of climate, and I 
think I have a two to_one #c* now In 
showing my persecutors a trick with a 
hole in it. 

“It is not prosecution that I hope to 
flee from; it Is persecution of the rankest 
kind, and I know that it ts more just and 
right in the eyes of God and man that I 
should get away. than to stay here and 
be hanged for a man I never saw, or 
knew that such a man existed till I saw 
it in the papers after his fatal woun1.: 
If I could just think of getting a sem- 
blance of justice T would stay now ard 
sec it through. After staying here and 
suffering the tortures of hell for the last 
two years, locked in a little cell day and 
night, with searcely ever a _ pleasant 
thought, all by myself, and the strongest 
element in the courts all against me, not 
hoping that I would get justice, but 
craving my life blood. Now, maybe I 
won't feel in the,pink if I can hit ihe 
grit once more, and I assure you I will 
make it rather tough sliding for them to 
get me back to Birmingham by force. 

He Quotes Patrick Henry. 

“However, I will say if the supreme 
court grants me a new trial and I can 
get help, 
trial, for I do not think I would be found 
guilty again could I be prepared, 

“Patrick Henry onct said, ‘Give me 
liberty or give me death,’ and with nie it 
is the same, and if we accomplish the 
latter I will say we have won a great 
battle and just and right. It has been a 
hard propesition and has taken time. Just 
think of all the work that ts dene and 
not a prisoner except thcse going with 
me know a word about it. Work com- 
menced over a month ago, and it is not 
leng now till the big boat dames or sinks 
inte oblivion and all is lest 

“Mr. Editor, if you ever receive this, 
you can bank cr it that I am on earth, 
as I intend mailing this myself, and if I 
do not go down in the smoke it will be 
up in a balloon. Old time ship is a-rolling, 
so adieu. (Signed) FRANK DUNCAN,” 

Duncan’s Crime. 
" Duncan is a star member of one of the 
snost successful combinations of bank 
robbers and safe Dlowers in the west. 
Two years ago a dozen aafes were robbed 
here, the aggregate amount taken being 
well up intuvu the thousands. For weeks 
the police tried in vain to locate the 
burglars. Finally about midnight on the 
night of Match 27 Patrolmen Adams and

An ap- 
peal to the supremie court acted as a stay 
and Duncan was apparently patiently 
awaiting the judgment cf the higher 
ccurt when his brilliant escape was ef- 
fected this morning. 

Obstacles He Overcome. 

Duncan occupied a cell in the murder- 

ers’ ward. ‘This is a large syuare room, 
with stone walls 2 feet thick. In the mid- 
dle of it is a huge steel cage two stories 
high, with a double row ct celis on eaca 
floor. There is a little corrider in front 
of the cells, which is guarded by a strong 
steel door. Duncat was locked in one of 
tnese cells and his three pals in another. 
In order for him to get away, five ap- 
Parentiy impcssible things had to be ac- 
complished. ‘The heavy padlock on the 
cell door must be sawed off, 
_ The heavy lock which held the big 
fever that regulates the steel bar across 
each door on that side of the ward had 
to be sawed off and the heavy squeaking 
fever pulled back witnout awaking any- 
bedy, 

Then five bars of steel an inch in 
thickness each had to be sawed away be- 
fore exit from the inner corridor of the 
cage could be effected. 

Even then _the prisoners were confront- 
ed by the 2z-foot-thick stone walls of the 
big room that held the cage, with its 
massive iron door locked and bolted on 
the outside and its steel-barred windows 
l» feet from the foor. 

Even had the walls opened to the 
Cscape of the prisoners, they were con- 
ironted by the 15-foot brick wall around 


‘the jail yard, with its heavy gate lock- 


ed with a big steel padlock. The fact 
remains, however, that all of these diffi- 
culties were surmounted and Frank 
Duncan is free. 


How They Overcame Them. 


Where the saws ccme from is the first 
mystery. The jail authorities, knowing 
Duncan’s ability in the safe and jail 
breaking art, nave not, knowingly, per- 
mitted any parcel to go int» the ward 
without examination. Once last year a 
pair of shoes came by express ~ a negre 
prisoner with whom Duncan had taken 
up an acquaintance. The warden was 
thoughtful enough to have _ the shoes 
carefully examined and inside the soles 
were found five or six steel files. It was 
developed that the shoes were sent by 
Duncan’s pals through the instrumen- 
tality of his reputed wife, Known us 
Myrtle Haas. of Cincinnati. It is ap- 
parent that Duncan’s friends got saws 
to him.by some smeans, hcwever, and 
that he delivered them to his three con- 
federates in jail. They sawed themselves 
trom their cell into the corridor, then 
sawed Duncan out of his cell;_then saw- 
€d through several cf the. steel 
tars ct the corridor into the big 
stone room. fhen came a_e diff- 
cult undertaking. A hveop mace of 
part of an ircn bed attached to a rope 
made of bed clothing Was thrown and 
caught on the sill of tke high window 
of the room. A man climbed up anc saw- 
ed out two steel bars. The four men 
pulled themselves up this rope ladder. 
crawled through the opening and let 
themselves down to the ground below. 
They then sawed the lock off the jail 
gate and vanished. Of course all of the 
sawing was not done last night. It 
represented several nights’ wcrk and the 
appearance of things goes to show that 
thev sewed a little at a time and con- 
cealed the progress of their work with 
a black gum which they pressed into the 
sawed places. 

The warden says he saw Duncan asleep 
in his cell at 1 o’clock this morning. At 
—E o’clock the jail. yard gate was found 
open and the prisoners.were gone. 


Other Prisoners Slept. 


The inmatea of the ward tn which 
Duncar and the other escapes were con- 
fined were more surprised than anybody 
at the news of the escape. They insisted 
that their slumbers were not Cisturbed

M “President McKinley is insured a 

place in history on many grounds, 
but if he had done nothing else worthy 
of it, his discovery of Judge Taft wou'd 
of itself have been sufficient evidence of 
his wisdom and foresight to warrant his 
téing given high place in the memory of 
Americans. Taft ts the ideal man for 
the delicate task he has been called upon 
to perform. It ts possible that some other 
man as well fitted might have been found, 
but I doubt it.’”’ 

This was the testimony of a high officer 
of the army, given me shortly after my 
arrival in Manila. We were at head- 
quarters discussing the dispatch which 
had that day been received from Was3h- 
ington announcing that the doctors gave 
assurance of the president’s recovery. I 
had not at that time had much oppor- 
‘tunity for making an investigation of 
the workings of the civil government, 
but having’ been on the ground long 
enough to discover that there is friction 
beiwéen the army and civil ends, I was 
naturally curious to see how the mar at 
the hedd of the latter branch was re- 
garded by the men connected with the 
other. Since then I have put the same 
question te a number of other officers. 
and have in each case had the same an- 
swer. A man cannot make any sort of a 
study of the civil government's labor and 
its worfings without coming to the same 
conclusion as my army friend—in Taft 
the opportunity and the man have met. 

Nor can he fall to realize one other 
thing, which is that the task placed upon 
the broad shoulders of Governor Taft 
is one of the most delicate, as it Is one 
of the most important, that has ever 
fallen to the lot of an American. 

It would be difficult to find words to 
express that thought too strongly. One 
is tempted to repeat it over and over 
again for fear that a single statement 
will not give it proper emphasis. 

From a distance, the establishment of 
civil government seems a comparatively 
easy proposition. The man in Atlanta 
cr Washington who gives the situation 
out here so much as a passing thought 
probably thinks the civil government ex- 
ists primarily for the purpose of furnish- 
ing offices for a lot of people who have 
to be taken care of; that the positions are 
in the main ornamental—the work a 
“soft snap” all around. If the possibility 
of a different state of affairs suggests 
itself, he argues: ‘‘Why should there be 
any difficult problems in the establish- 
ment of such a government? Our federa!, 
state and territorial governments furnish 
the necessary forms, the people out there 
will see at a glance we are doing the best 
thing that can be done for them, and the 
gnly»thing necessary is to start the 
wheels going. After that the machinery 
will take care of itself.’’ 

It all looks easy enough, but it is no 
touch-the-button - and - everything - will- 
move-all-right proposition. The men re- 
sponsible for this part of the American 
programme have problems in comparison 
with which the problems of the army 
seem nothing. If the army were allowed 
a free hand, it would soon have no 
rroblems at all, because it would kill and 
burn until there was nothing left to har- 
Lor the thought of opposition. That 
would not be the work of a day or a 
week, for the probability is that. so" long 
as there rematned any live Filipinos the 
army would have to keep on with its la- 
bers; but the end would be reached in 
time. The establishmentsof civil gov- 
ernment with the hope that it will gain 
the hearty and honest support of the peo- 
ple is, however, an entirely different 
proposition—one fravght with all sorts 27f 
problems and with obstacles great and 
small, the proper solutton of which is 
bound to take not weeks and months 
merely, but years. 

Race Hatred and Friction. 

Aside from the race hatred in the 
hearts of these people, perhaps the obsta- 
cle which should be put at the~head of 
the list is the friction with the army. 
So far there has not been public mani- 
fegtation of this friction to any very great 
extent, and the casual observer might be 
focled into thinking that it does not exist. 
But it does. The army makes practically 
no attempt to disguise the lack of sym- 
pathy it has for the civil authority. The 
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JUDGE W. H. TAFT, 
Civil Governor of the Philippines. 
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fact that the civil government derives all 
of its power from identically the same 
source as the army—that it is but an- 
other channel through which the prest- 
dent exercises his power as commander 
in chief and that its acts are, By infer- 
ence, the acts of the president himself— 
this fact does not at All restrain the army 
in its criticisms. You will not find thecre 
in the officfal reports, for it would not be 
part of wisdom to put them there; but 
you hear them everywhere. 

There has been friction in some large 
things, as in the recent habeas curpus 
proceedings, and there has been more in 
small things; there will be many clashes 
in the future unless all signs fail. The 
men who are working hard to Keep 
the wheels of civil admiristration rurf"ng 
smoothly know that they not only lack 
the sympathy of the army, but that the 
latter has contempt for their policy if not 
tor their efforts. I do not think I am 
making this a bit too strong. The army, 
from top fo bottom, believes that the er- 
tablishment of civil government was a 
mistake to begin with, and also that the 
gravest kind of mistakes have been made 
in setting the machinery to going. 

However great respect personally they 
miy have for the men engaged in this 
work, a majority of the officers of the 
army regard the civil programme as im- 
practicable and the officials as a lot of 
misguided theorists, 

All of which does not make the task of 
civil government any the easier. It would 
be difficult enough wnder any circum- 
stances; with this passive if not active 
unfriendliness of the army, the outlook 
is not particularly encouraging, to say 
the least of. it. 

No good end would be served by quot- 
ing individual officers of the army to 
prove the existence of this feeling of un- 
friendliness and contempt. Everybody 
here realizes the army attitude and the 
only wonder is that there have not heen 
more open clashes of authority.” That 
these are sure to come, everybody takes 
for granted. 

The civil government has been started 
at Teast five years too soon, the army 
contends. In support of this contention, 
several cases where the ckvil administra- 
tion has failed and districts have re- 
verted to the milit@’y are cited. Most 
if not all of the Filipinos put into office 
are dangerous because they are at heart 
unfriendjy, say the officers of the army. 
The civil plan of making possible fight- 
ing men of the Filipinos by arming them 
and using them as insular constabulary 
and local police is criticised in unmeas- 
ured terms as the height of folly and in 
every way dangerous. The army idea 
is that it should have had control of 
things for about five years longer; by that 
time the Filipinos left on the scene would 
have been brought to a realization of the 
hopelessness of opposition and would 
have been glad to accept any form of 
government then given them. 

It does no good to preach to the army 
officer the “high purpose’ of American 
occupation of these islands, or of the de- 
termination to “elevate the Filipino,’’ 
which is alleged to have inspired that oc- 
cupation. 

Educated Filipinos Influence Others. 

As'I stated in discussing the situation 
as it appears to the army, there is one

There is no protest from anyone against 
the granting of pensions to those who 
really deseive and need them. It is the 
abuse of the pension system to which 
objection is made and that abuse will 
be greatly increased if the principle of 
service pensions should be adopted. 
One Man’s Philosophy.

If 
you ask him why he does this he will re- 
ply: “I have only a little. With coffee 
I can show good will to so many.” 


Pay the School Teachers. 

Jackson Record: The Georgia school 
teachers that prayed night and day that 
the light of wisdom would throw a halo 
about the heads of the supreme court jus- 
tices, that these learned judiciaries might 
make available by their decision the pub- 
lic property fund for the payment of their 
back salaries, may well ask themselves 
where they are “at.”’ 

According to a recent statement given 
out by Governor Candler, touching the 
back appropriations the could pay since 
this fund was available, it would appear 
that the pensioners are preferred creditors 
of the state, for their pensions for 162 
are to be paid in the first of the year 
for which they are drawn, while the 
school teacher has to wait till the major 
portion of the present year will have ex- 
pired before he may expect to receive his 
full pay for work done in the spring of 
last year. 

A system that permits such a condi- 
tion is wrong on its face. It would have 
been far better to have adopted Comp- 
troller General Wright's suggestion made 
to several legislators last session to di- 
vide this money up evenly between the 
teachers ahd pensioners, paying them half 
their money in January and the balance 
in July. 

The teachers will not be paid for last 
year’s work till this year’s summer, while 
the pensions for this year will be paid in 
this end gent: month to the tune of over 
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point of agreement between re civil KOVe 
ernment and the army if there are ne 
others. I do not say there are no others, but 
I do say all hands agree that the educated 
and wealthy Fitipinos absolutely influence 
and control the mresses. It is because 
they put no faith in the friendship talk 
of these leaders that the army officers sea 
so much that is unfavorable in present 
conditions; it is because they hope in this 
way to win the sincere support of the 
people taken as a whole that the civil 
officials are putting Filipino leaders into 
good offices without regard to whether 
they were Once in arms ageinst the United 
States or not. 

I cannot say that the civil officials are 
certain their plan will work out all right, 
but I do know they are very hopeful. 
They hgve put in high place a number of 
men who were moré or less active in 
what, for want of a better term, we call 
“the insurrection.” Some of these men 
have proved useful to our people. Some 
of them are men of a high measure of 
intelligence and ability. They are ex- 
pected to feel that while they themselves 
are capable of high things under Amert- 
can direction, the masses of the people 
are not to be trusted as yet; and this dl- 
rect appeal to their vanity, supplementing 
as it does the appeal to their cupidity 
contained in fat salaries, is counted upon 
to win tiem to honest and unquestioned 
support of the American programme. If 
the doubt of the army as to the loyalty 
of these leaders is warranted, one of three 
things—or all three of them—must influ- 
ence them: either they are swayed by 
the conviction that they would have 
greater power under an tndependent gov- 
ernment, or they have a genuine desire 
to get independence for the sake of in- 
dependence, or they carry in their hearts 
a race prejudice against and hatred for 
the white man who believes himself the 
superior of the brown man. 

Whether these men who are now tak- 
ing part in the insular and local govern- 
ment by grace of the commission are in- 
fluenced by these considerations, or by 
any one of them. no man can tell. Goy- 
ernor Taft and his associates have ad- 
mitted them frankly and freely into con- 
fidence, have taken paing to treat them 
always as equals, have consulted with 
them upon matters of important policy— 
have, in short, met them more than half 
way. The protestations of friendship and 
support of these men are taken at their 
full face value. I have never heard an 
intimation from the governor or those of 
the commissioners I have met that they 
had doubts on this score; but there are 
so many other doubters, there is such 
general agreement that treachery and in- 
gratitude are the two most prominent In- 
gredients in the make-up of Flipino char- 
acter, there is such positiveness that the 
Katipunan is not only actively existent, 
but that it gets its strongest support from 
the very crowd which has been most lIib- 
erally drawn upon for officiale—the feder- 
al party—that one cannot help being a bit 
dubious. 

But even with everything most favora- 
ble with regard to these particular men, 
there are no 6nd of breakers ahead as T 
see it. Those who are disappointed in 
their desire to draw good official salaries 
must be taken into account. The gov- 
ernment has not yet been found in 
which there are enough offices to go 
around or which has heen able to satisfy 
the aspirations of even a majority. The 
men who are strongest with the masses 
today may find themselves supplanted in 
popular favor tomorrow. Under the pleas- 
antest and most favorable conditions, 
the future gives promise of highly in- 
teresting possibilities, 

Aguinaldo Advises Acceptance. 

Aguinaldo has advised the people to 
accept the American programme. The 
people, without a shadow of doubt, have 
great confidence in him. I have talked 
yin intelligent Filipinos in all parts 
of the archipelago and from each and 
every one I have had testimony of the 
high regard in which this imprisoned 
leader is held. It may be that he is not 
at all the “George Washington” that 
Senator Hoar pictured him; it may hg@ 
true, as has often been asserted,- that 
old Mabini, who is up on Guam, was. 
the trains of the Filipino movement: 
but thé fact remains that Aguinaldo 
was the leader recognized by the peo- 
ple. There is every evidence that they 
eonsider him a patriot whose leadership 
was not tainted by mercenary motives. 
They have fought with him, their sons 
and their brothers have died under his 
flag, he can prgbably do most with them 
s0 long as their confidence in him re- 
mains; but a people of their mercurial 
temper. nt are likely to be fickle and 
it is no at all difficult to imagine cir- 
cumstefices under which some other man 
would supplant him in their affections. 
How long would McKinley have held 
the suppert of the republican party if, as 
soon as he was elected to office, he had 
declared that all his talk about the value 
of high protective tariffs was moonshine 
and had advised the men who had stood 
by him to flop over to free trade? Is it 
not possible, to say the least of it, that 
the men to whom Aguinaldo preached of 
the beauties of independence would de- 
sert him pretty quickly if they believed 
he meant all he is quoted to have said 
since he has been a prisoner in - the 
hands of the American forces? 

' Treachery a Fine Art. 

Treachery, I am told on all sides. is 
carried to the fine art stage by the Fill- 
pinos. The men who fought for the 
confederacy would have lost respect for 
even Robert E. Lee if, having given his 
parole, he had broken it; but the Malay 
standard of ethics is not the Same as 
that we are pleased to call the Anglo- 
Saxon, and if Aguinaldo, given his re- 
lease today under all sorts of promises 
of loyalty to the American flag, ware 
tomorrow to raise the stan of revolt, 
the people would admire him the more, 
considering that he had only played a 
sharp and perfectly legitimate trick upon 
his enemies. Understand me, I am not 
pretending to know all these things 
about the Filipino character; I am only 
telling you what those who have studies 
these people during a number of: years 
have to say of them. Europeans who 
lived here long before Americans dreamed 
of coming bear the same testimony that 
our army officers and civil Officials 4o.

Basis of Agreement Is That Compa- 
tiles Shall Pay for Privileges of 
Conagligating and City Will 
Be Entitled to Percent- 
age of Receipts. 


The report of the special committee 
appointed to investigate the question of 
consolidating the properties of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company, the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company and the 
Georgia Electric Light Company was 
filed during the meeting of council yes- 
terday afternoon. No action was taken 
in regard to the paper other than to ar- 
range for a hearing this afternoon at 3 
o'clock, when representatives ,of the cOm- 
panies will, have. an opportunity of pre- 
senting their views relative to the con- 
ditions contained in the committee’s re- 
port. Council adjourned to meet again 
tomorrow afternoon at the usual hour to 
take action on the report. 

The special committee met yesterday 
at noon in the city attorney's office, 
where all the sessions of the committee 
have been held, and the report was then 
signed. The members of the committee 
are Councilman Evan P. Howell,. chair- 
man; Aldermen T. D. Longino, M. T. La 
Hatte, W: M. Terry and James G. Wood- 
Ward and Councilmen John C. Reed, 
James L. Key, J. Frank Beck, James E. 
Werren, S. C. Glass and H. F. Garrett. 

The report was prepared after many 
meetings of the committee, and without 
hearing from any of the interests which 
would be affected by the report. While it 
is known that there are conditions of 
the report objected to by the street rail- 
Ways as it now stands—these objections 
will be pointed out during today’s hear- 
ing—if these can be. adjusted to the sat- 
isfaction of both sides, it is highly prob- 
able that an agreement will be reached 
between the city and the proposed con- 
solidated interests. 

Conditions of Report. 

The report of the special committee 
stipulates that the companies shall pay 
$50,000 in cash within thirty days after 
this agreement is signed by both sides 
for the/privilege of consolidation. Then 
the combined companies are to pay to 
the city a percentage of gross receipts 
from property within and without the 
city, as follows: * 

For eich year during the first three 


years, 1 per cent; for each year during 
, per cent; for 
each year during the next two years, 3 
per cent; for each year during the next 
two years, 4 per cent, and for each year 
thereafter until the expiration of the 
agreement, 5 per cent. The first payment 
on gross receipts is to be made on or 
before the first Monday in February, 
1908, and the other payments are to be 
made each year thereafter on the first 


Monday in February. 

Under certain conditions the companies 
would, under the agreement, be entitled 
to a rebate on gross receipts, ag fol- 
lows:

the city in any one year on account of 
ad valorem tax on assessments in excess 
of the limitations set forth, be sufficient to 
exceed the sum received annually from 
the agreed payments from gross receipts, 
the city shall not be liable to account 
for or pay over to the. companies any 
gum or rebate by such reason. When the 
rebate equals the sum from gross re- 
ceipts, the payment from gross receipts 
shall cease. If the rebate would exceed 
the sum agreed to be paid from gToss re- 
ceipts, the city shall not be liable for this 
excess. 

It is also provided that the consolidated 
company shall grant transfers under rea- 
sonable rules and regulations that it may 
see fit to adopt.

The following is the report, in full, of 
the special committee appointed by eouns 
cil to draft an agreement by which the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company and the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company 


may consolidate: 

An ordinance providing for the consolidation 
of Atilana Kailwyy o1:d Pover Corzany, A*- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company, Georgia Electric 
Light Company and Atlanta Steam Company, 
and the terms thereof, and for other purposes: 

Be it ordained by the mayor and genera! 
council’ of Atlanta, as follows: 

Section |. Authority, right, permission and 
consent are hereby granted to the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company, Atlanta Rapid Tran- 
sit Company, Georgia Electric Light Company 
and Atlanta Steam Company, and the succes- 
sors and assigns of each, to consolidate, unite 
and merge the said companies, or any of them, 
and the properties, businesses, stations, lines, 
tracks, pipes, cables, wires, conduits, rights 
privileges and franchiseg,-6r any part thereof, 
of sald company,.or any of them, fh such. form 
and manner, according to such plan,'at such 
time’ or times, and upon such terms as the 
companies entering into such consolidation may 
desire or deem for their best intérest.

The said consolidated company, iis 
successors and assigns, shall have, and it and 
they are hereby granted the right, power, con- 
sent and permission to hold, enjoy, use, equip 
and operate.the electric light, heat and power 
con@uits, ducts, wires, conductors, cables, in- 
sulators, manholes, service boxes, services, 
poles, appliances and connections, and the 
rights and privileges of the constituent com- 
panies and so acquired by the consolidated 
company, upon the terms and conditions con- 
tained in the grants to the Georgia Electric 
Light Company, approved December 22, 1899.

Sec. 3. The Atlanta Railway and Power Com-

Sec. 5. So much of the ordinance, *known as 
the general ordinance on the subject of street 
railways and. their operation and control, ap- 
proved August 22, 1899, as is contained in 
sections 1351 (F), 1§365!1 (G), 1351 (J) of 
the city code of Atlanta of 1899, are repealed, 
and in lieu of section 1351 (J) the following 
is hereby substituted: 

‘Sec. 1351 (J). No street railway company 
shall ever be permitted to haul freight on any 
portion of its lines In the streets of the city 
of Atlanta, provided, however, that any street 
railway company may transport and convey 
mail matter, and for this purpose may operate 
mail care, or section of cars, and may, also, 
haul any goaterial, supplies, machinery or other 
property belonging to and for their use. The 
right to haul freight on the line on Rock and 
Elliott streets is not hereby repealed nor shall 
same be abridged, but all the rights and per- 
missions now existing thereon are hereby grant- 
ed the said consolidated company, its succes- 
sors and assigns.”’

Sec. 6. Any and all provisions contained in 
any of the general ordinances of the city, or 
in any section of the city code, or any grants 
or franchises heretofore made to and now 
owned by the Atlanta Rallway and Power 
Company, the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, 
the Georgia Electric Light Company or the At- 
lanta Steam Company preventing or restrict- 
ing the sale, transfer, disposition or providing

Section 7. The city of Atlanta hereby re-

Mr. Arkwright Talks. 

Mr. Atkinson is at present in Florida 
and in his absence Attorney Preston S. 
Arkwright was seen and asked whether 
the report of the committee would be ac- 
cepted by the companies interested. Mr. 
Arkwright declared that the report in its 
present condition contained certain re- 
quirements which were. not satisfactory 
to the interests represented by Mr. At- 
kinson. : 

“Since the report was presented to 
council this afternoon, I have obtained a 
copy of it and have just finished read- 
ing it,’’ said Mr. Arkwright. ‘‘As stated 
by Captain Howell, the report was made 
without any hearing from us. 

“It is out of the question for the own- 
ers of these properties to agree to this 
report in its present condition. Some of 
its provisions are so objectionable that I 
feel satisfied when they are pointed out to 
the committee they will recognize that 
the companies cannot accept the report, 
and that it would not be fair to ask them 
to do so. 

“his report goes far beyond anything 
Mr. Atkinson agreed to with the commit- 
tee of which Mr. Rawson was chairman. 
That committee exacted very large per- 
centages, but it was understood that in 
return f#r these percentages the com- 
panies were to be grantad certain bene- 
fits and amendments to their franchises 
by which some of the objectionable fea- 
tures they contain were corrected. Even 
then Mr, Atkinson went to the extreme 
limit, and it was a matter of great doubt, 
at that time and since, whether the com- 
panies could bear the burden of the large 
percentages demanded and give the ser- 
vice .which the public should have and 
which Mr. Atkinson is anxious should be 
furnished. 

“The present report imposes on the 
companies all the burdens contained in 
the agreement with the Rawson commit- 
tee, and then, not only denies the benefits 
which “he companies were to receive 
thereunder, but also adds other burdens 
and places new onerous conditions on the 
franchises they already have. 

“While “the percentages on gross _re- 
cé gs are retained at the very high fig- 
ure contained in the agreement with the 
Rawson committee, the ad valorem taxes 
to be paid by the companies are raised 
something like $16,000 or $18,000 a year 
above what Mr. Atkinson then agreed to, 
and at the same time the amendments 
which were to be granted tu curiect ob- 
jections in fiie franchise: are refused. 

“In addition, rights secured under the 
present franchises are taken away and 
among other things the companies are re- 
quired to subject all of their tracks and 
property to practically unlimited con- 
demnation. The right now possessed to 
haul parcels and packages is taken away. 
The percentages, instead of applying to 
the incofhe derived from car fares and 
sales of electricity and steam, are made 
to apply to all receipts however derived, 
even from the sales of real estate or ma- 
chinery. "a 

“There are’ many other serious objec- 
tions to the report which will be point- 
ed out by us in-Tesponse to the invitation 
of the committee to appear before them 
tomorrow afternoon and discuss the mat- 
ter. 

“I am confident many of these features 
got in the report through inadvertence 
and because the attention of the com- 
mittee was not called to the effect of the 
provisions inserted. At any rate, the 
companies could not consider going any 
further than the terms agreed to with 
the Rawson committee. The terms of 
that agreememt were such that there was 
grave doubt whether the properties could 
stand them. It is certain that they can- 
not stand anything more.”’ 


Hearing Is Arranged.

The mem- 
bers of your special committee have, since 
their appointment two — held a 
number of meetings and the matter treat- 
ed of in the report has been thoroughly 
discussed. Nearly every member of the 
committee had different views from the 
others, but after going over the ques- 
tion at length this report has been for- 
mulated «nd it has received the approval 
of each member of the committee. 

Opposed to Litigation. 

‘The report has been prepared without 
consultation with the mayor, who, it 
seems, entertains opposite views from 
thcse of the committee, or Mr. Ajtkin- 
son. No one wants to take any advan- 
tage of Mr. Atkinson, or any one else, 
for that matter, and I think it only right 
that He should be heard from tomorrow. 
I do not agree with the mayor when he 
says in his annual message to council 
that we should fight the matter out. (Cap- 
tain Howell read from the mayor’s meés- 
sage.) It is never too late for any one 
to do right. I'l! do anything in reason 
and to keep this thing from getting into 
litigation.

The meeting of the city fathers did no* 
begin on scheduled time yesterday after- 
roon and the cause of the delay was the 
absence of a minister.

Finally, after: several councilmen had 
been invited to deliver the prayer, it 
Was announced that there was a regular- 
ly ordained minister in the building and 
he was calied upon forthwith. This was 
nene other than Rev. B. B. Watkins, 
who is employed in the sanitary depart- 
ment. Mr. Watkins consented to offici- 
ete and he offered up a short but“ elo- 
quent prayer. The meeting then proceed- 
ed without delay. 

During the session Mayor Pro Tem. 
Johnson introduced a resolution provid- 
ing that $5 be set aside for each meeting 
of council to be paid to the m!nister who 
should act as chaplain at that particular 
sessicn, 

Will Entertain Knox. 

Tw communications from Mayor 
Mims were read One tcl4 of the ap- 
peiniment of William Goodwir. as secre- 
tary of the executive department and 
the other gave a detailed account of the 
various measures approved by the 
maycr. It was recited that the ordinance 
providing for the removal of tracks o£ 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany for two blocks on Ponce de Leon 


} circle had been vetoed. Councilman Hill 


gave notice that, at the proper time, he 
would move that the ordirance he pass- 
ed despite the mayor's disapproval. 
Later he withdrew this notice, explain- 
ing that he did so because he understood 
that a petition o? citizens, asking that 
the work be dore, would be filed with 
council and he would wait until the pa- 
per was introduced and came up for con- 
sideration. 

The resolution by Alderman Wood- 
ward, providing that suitable arrange- 
ments be made for the réception and 
entertainment of Attorney General Knox 
next month when that official visits At- 
lanta to witness he opening of the fed- 
eral prison, was adopted. Councilman 
Beck ha‘? introduced a similar resolu- 
tion. Citizens in the fourth ward pre- 
sented a petition asking that council lay 
sidewalk and curbing on one side of 
Bealers alley, which extends from the 
Boulevard to Jacksom street, and it was 
referred to the street committee.

ASSERTS WOODWARD

Charges That Department Has 
Exceeded Appropriation 
~ Dy $30,000 


WAR ON MONEY SHEET 
TOBE WAGED MONDAY 


Severa? Members of Council Are Dis- 
satisfied with Amounts Appor-_ 
tioned to Committees and 
Departments. 


Alderman Woodwerd opened the fight 
on the January apportionment sheet dur- 
ing the meeting of council yesterday. He 
is a member of the finance committee, 
which prepared the sheet, but he refused 
to sign it. He declared that the*qvator 
werks department was short $30,000 in its 
appropriation the first’ of the year. He 
said that all the money received from 
the water bond issue had been put into 
vipe, that the water board had souzht 
all along to make the city pay for the 
new pump, and that someone should be 
held responsible for the condition which 
he said existed. 

Mr. Woodward was not the only one 
who gave promise cf fighting the sheet, 
however. Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson said 
he had an amendment to the sheet which 
he would like to see passed and that he 
knew of several other members of <coun- 
cil who also had amendments. 

The result of the discussion over the 
sheet wes that council will hold a spe- 
cia! meeting next Monday afternoon to 
consider the paper at length. It is then 
that the active fight will be made. 

When Councilman Kontz submitted th 
sheet verterday afternoon as the chair- 
mar of the finance committee. hé moved 
that the paper be adopted. Councilman 
Kev moved to lay the paper on the table 
until the next meeting, which will be 
held tomorrow. 

Mr. Kontz made a statement in which 
he said that his committee had not found 
it possible to etlve to every department 
all the funds that had been asked for, 
although he considered that all reauests 
had been made in good faith and should 
have been granted had there been funds 
with which to make the appropriations. 
He said it was a misteke \nat the citv's 
revenues had increased $80.000. The iIn- 
crease, he said. was about $23,000, «and 
that the first installment on the new 
pump for the water works department 
amounted to more than $24,000. 

Mr. Kontz referred briefly to the fact 
that one member of the committee had 
failed to sign the report. He said he un- 
derstood that this refusal was because 
the gentleman desired that the pay of 
teachers, policemen and flremen be in- 
creased. Alderman Woodward made a 
point of order that Mr. Kontz was not 
discussing the question and that he had 
no right to anticipate his remarks. The 
peint was not sustained. 

Other Amendments Exist. 

_ Alderman Johnson said he hoped iha: 
Ceuncilman Key's motion would prevail, 
as he had an amendment to offer to the 
sheet. He declared he wanted the Tech- 
nological school to. get $5,000, and he 
would like to see $1,250 taken from the 
Grady hospital and a similar amount 
from the sanitary department to be ap- 
plied to the schocl. He asserted that he 
also knew of other members who had 
amendments that would be presented at 
the proper time. 

Councilman Howell was in favor of let- 
ting the sheet go over until next Monday 
afternoon, and he proposed this as an 
amendment for Mr. Key's motion. Al- 
derman Woodward said he had not sign- 
ed the report of the committee and had 
no intention of doing so. Ale stated that 
the electric light committee, of Which he 
ig chairman, had been given $75,000 and 
that the city electrician informed him 
that it would take at least $76,000 to keep 
up the present lights Without making 
provision for others. He asserted he 
could not understand why the salaries 
of three employees at the city hall had 
been increased from $1,000 to $1,200. 

Continuing, Mr. Woodward said he had 
noticed some time ago that the mayor 
had been quoted as saying that if any 
department came out short at the end 
of the year the members would be held 
individually responsible for the short- 
age. He then said that the waterworks 
department had exceeded its appropria- 
tion by $30,000. Referring to the new 
pump, he declared that the board had 
“been eternally after the city to pay 
for the pump out of the city’s revenue.” 
He thought the pump was to have been 
paid for out of the bond issue. This 
fund, he said, had been spent; that pipe 
had been bought and that the depart- 
ment lacked $5,000 to lay this pipe. 

“Don't you know that pump has not 
beer received yet and isn’t to be’ paid for 
until it is received?’ asked Councilman 
Harwell, who was a member of the water 
board last year. : 

“Well,” answered Mr. Woodward, ‘‘did 
they Have any right to spend that $2,- 
0007" 

“IT don’t know that that is true, sir,’’ 
replied Mr. Harwell, and the colloquy 
ended. 

Mr. Woodward went on to say that 
every dollar of the bond issue had been 
put into pipe—“the biggest pipe you 
could get,” he declared. “Somebody 
ought to be held responsible for it,’’ he 
continued. “I don't know who, and 
don’t care. Why hasn't this matter been 
brought to the attention of council?”

Judge Allen Makes Ruling on Duck- 
town Copper Suit. 


Knoxville, Tenn., January 20.—A new 
phase was put on the *#icktown Copper 
Company injunction case today, when ®n 
order made by Judge Allen was received. 
He holds that the remedy of the tnjured 
parties is by action for damages and that

IN THE COURTS. | | 


Habeas corpus proceedings involving the 
mode of procedure of trials in the record- 
er’s court were heard yesterday after- 
noon by Judge Lumpkin in the superior 
court. The hearing was on a petition of 
Savannah Newton, colored, for the re- 
lease from the Tower of herself and hus- 
band, William Newton. Judge Lumpkin 
did not render his decision, but adjourned 
the hearing until tomorrow afternoon that 
he may hear from the police officers who 
made the arrests. 

Recorder Nash R. Broyles, by whom the 
Newtons were bound over to the city 
criminal court, was a witness at the 
hearing, as was also the two prisoners. 
The negroes are seeking their release on 
the greund that they are being detained 
in jail illegally. They claim that they 
were arrested on a charge of disorderly 
conduct and that the recorder uad no 
right to bind them over on a state charge 
while investigating a case involving a 
violation of a city ordinance. 

The writ of habeas corpus was direct- 
ed to Jailer J. J. Fain. He is represented 
by Solicitor Eugene Black, of the city 
criminal court. The petitioners are rep- 
resented by Attorney S. C. Crane. The 
point was raised by the prisoners that 
they had not been notified of the charge 
against them before the trial in the re- 
corder’s court and it is on this point that 
Judge Lumpkin desires to hear from the 
police officers. He stated that no person 
should be placed on trial without being 
acquainted with the charge against them. 

Ritter Case Concluded. 

The Ritter case, which has been on trial 
before Judge Lumpkin, in the superior 
court, since last Friday, was concluded 


yesterday afternoon. Judge Lumpkin in- 
structed the jury to return a sealed ver- 
dict this morning. 

The case involves a dispiite between four 
sisters over property valued at $3,000. The 
plaintiffs are Mrs. 8. F. Ritter, Mrs. Su- 
san Holeomb and Mrs. Cordelia King, and 
they are suing their sister, Mrs. A. J. 
Fagin, for a one-fifth interest each in 
about 30 acres on the Roswell road and 
three houses ani lots at Howells station. 

There are five sisters in the family and 
according to the evidence they entered 
into an agreement to place their money 
in a general fund and invest it in prop- 
erty.- One of the sisters, Miss Eveline 
Williams, died about four years ago. In 
1886 Mrs. Fagin wag injured and received 
$1,000 damages, whith was invested. The 
three sisters, the plaintiffs, claim that this 
amount was part of the fund, while on 
the other hand Mr® Fagin denies this 
claim, alleging that it was her own per- 
sonal money. 

The plaintiffs are represented by Attor- 
neys George Gordon and Kilpatrick & 
Moore. The defense is represented by At- 
torcneys Walter R. Daley and Aldine 
Chambers.

Editor Constitution: As an unwilling guest 
of the Atlanta board of health for two weeka, 
and a free boarder at the Atlanta smallpox 
hospital, permit me to Indorse vour excellent 
editorial In this morning's Constitution and.add 
a& personal experience testimonial, 

Of the twenty or thirty white patients who 
were my associates for the past fortnight, only 
three or four were confined to their beds for 
over one day, and the majority of patients 
suffered no convenience further than a desire 
to scratch and coax the physicians to let them 
out before thelr term had fully expired. In 
Other worda, the cases have all been very 
light, with one or two exceptions, yet afforded 
conclusive proof of your timely warning—if they 
had been vaccinated there would have beeh no 
confinement, no smallpox, In the case of a 
number of families stricken those who were 
fortunate enough to have been vaccinated re- 
mained at home while the dreaded glass wagon 
brought fathers, sons and daughters to itch, 
be greased and remain prisoners for two weéks 
or more. Vaccinated mothers suffered the 
heartache of nursing less fortunate children 
who had escaped the needle point either by 
neglect or because they lived In doubt. Let 
the unbeliever secure the names from the board 
of health of those who have gone through a 
siege at the smallpox hospital thie winter and 
ask them what they think of vaccination. It 
can be done without a great amount of trou- 
ble and the unanimous verdict may result in 
a storming of the board of health quarters 
in the ehamber of commercé, where a goodly 
amount of virus is stored for those who would 
escape certainly the most loathsome disease 
in the category of medicine.” 

In conclusion, the writer wishes to pay the 
highest tribute to those in charge of the small- 
pox hospital, and Mr: Gartrell in particular, 
who has direct supervision of the hospital and 
has lost but one case in four years. The 
facilities for handling this much-dreaded plague 
are better in Atlanta than any other south- 
ern city. No patient in any hospital could 
have been better cared for. There are many- 
needed additions and Improvements, of course, 
but rich and poor alike {f stricken with small- 
pox will find no use for the word pest house 
when applied te Atlanta's housing of these un- 
fortunates. The city is full of false rumors 
when absolutely no occasion for alarm exists. 
Every physician in Atlanta is alert for new 
cases, which are promptly reported to the 
board of health and immediately tsolated. The 
returning soldiers from the Philippines have 
flooded the country with smalipox from Call- 
fornia to the eastern coast and from Canada 
to the gulf. Therefore ft behooves § every 
man, woman and child to be cautious, but not 
crazy. Vaccination has almost wiped out the 
disease, which is not the smalipox of twenty 
or thirty years ago, still let no man think a 
two or three weeks’ siege an honor or a joy 
and ‘comfort forever even if it does add ten 
years to one’s life. Vaccination is a necessary 
equipment for the battle of life and a hint to 
the wise is, or should be, sufficient.

TRIED ESCAPE 


OVER SHERIFF 


Negro Prisoner Had One Foot 


Through the 
Ceiling. 


SHERIFF WAITED FOR 
H'] WITH A PISTOL 


Caavtey Jones Fared Badly Before 
Judge Candler, Receiving Sen- 
tences Amounting to 21 
Years in the Peniten- 


tiary. 


After making a bold but futile at- 


temvt to escane frcm the prisoners’ ro0in 
in the court house yesterday afternoon, 
Charlie Jones, a negro, was taken before 
Judge Candler and sentenced to 4 term 
of twenty-one years in the penitentiary. 

Jones made his attempt at escape 
shortly before he jvas called into the 
court room. The prisoners’ room is on 
the second floor of the court house, di- 
rectly over the sheriff's office. Had this 
fact been known to the prisoner he prob- 
ebly would not rave adopted the means 


of escape which he tried. 

He succeeded in prizing up some of the 
flcoring, near a heater, with his hands 
and made an opening i!nto the floor. He 
dug a hole through the ceiling, and in 
eoing so knocked some of the plastering 
off into the sheriff's office. Deputy Sher- 
iff Josh Tye was sitting in the office and 
the falling plastering barely missed strik- 
ing him on the head. 

About the same time a man’s foot and 
ler was seen coming through. the aper- 
‘ure. Sheriff Nelms was near by andl he 
sent Starling Mey ‘field, the court house 
engineer, upstairs to notify the officers 
in the court 100m. Taking out his re- 
volver, the sheriff then stationed himself 
almost under the cpenring and. waited. 
‘™hat will be all right,” said he “Just 
let him come on through and I'll interest 
him a little.’’ 

But the prisoner never came 
through. His geme foiled tc work. He 
had been discovered by ore of ithe 
bailiffs and was prevented from taking 
his drop to supposed Hberty. A _ short 
while later the negro stood up before 
Judge Candler and, recefved a twenty-one 
year sentence. Judge Candler was in- 
formed of the attempted escape and ne 
had also received a communication from 
the jailer that Jones had given him con- 
sidcrable trouble at the Tower. 

Jones was sentenced by Judge Candler 
in January, 1901, to a twelve months’ 
term and was released last Deecemb?r. 
Before passing sentence yesterday Judge 
Candler heard statements from two or 
three parties. 

Turning to the priscner, Judge Candler 
said: ‘ 

“You have been in this court before, 
and it has been shuwn that you are a 
aesperate man. I hawe a cértificate here 
from the jailer that you have given him 
trouble at the jail and you also tried to 
escape from the priscters’ room this af- 
terncoon. I cannot allew such people as 
vou to run loose on the public.” 

Jones pleaded guilty to a charge of a+«- 
sault with intent to murder, burglary and 

carrying concealed weapons. Judgy 
Candler imposed a sentence of ten years 
each in the first two cases and one year 
in the latter case. The negro is regarded 
as a desperate cheracter. Before he 
would submit to arrest it was necessary 
for Officer Fogg to shoot him. He was 
charged with bureglearizing the Anderson 
Hardware Company and stealing four- 
teen pistols. Later he went to the Henry 
Beattie dive on Decatur street and ‘here 
shot another negro.

Ellis Goes Up for Feeding 
Muriatic Acid to 
Locomotives. 


DAMAGING EVIDENCE 
INTRCVUCED BY SOUTHERN 


Two Bottles of Acid Played a Promi- 
nent Part in the Trial—Ellis 
Came to Atlanta About 
the Time of the 
Strike.

F. B. Elis, the machinist charged with 
“dceping’’ two engines of the Soutoern 
railroad with muriatic acid, was convict- 
ei yesterday afternoon before Judge 
Jchn S. Candler, in the,criminal superior 
ccurt, and wags sentenced to a term of 
five years in the penitentiary. Ellis is a 
young, clean shaven man, well dressed, 
and of general neat appearance. It was 
shown in the evidence that he had come 
to Atlunta from Memphis and that he had 
previously been in South Dakota and 
other places. 

The trial developed a sensation in re- 
gard fo the machinists’ strike on the 
Scuthern. The prosecuticn introduced 
evidence to prove that Ellis had made 
the statement that he was paid by the 
strikers to disable engines of the South- 
ern road. He is charged with having 
administered muriatic acid to engines No. 
13 and No. 387 in this city. 

Several witnesses were introduced by 
the state, but the defense rested with 
the statement of the defendant, in which 
he denied that he was working in con- 
jurction with the strikers. The state 
was represented by Attorney B. H. Hill 

‘ having been employed by the Southern 
a to proaecute Ellis. The de fendant 
was represented by Attorney T. W 
Rucker. Solicitor Charlie Hill topKx no 
part in the case, as he was in the su- 
preme court during the morning. 

‘he state presented testimeny to show 
that Ellis had made a confession, and 
also to prove that he was caught on 
an engine with the muriatic acid in, his 
pocket, underneath his overalls. It wy 
aise shown that the two ergines had 
been tampered with. 

‘'wo bcttles of acid played a prominent 
part in the proceedings. They were dis- 
played on the table of the state's attor- 
ney during the trial. The bottles 2on- 
tained a yellowish liquid, and ft was with 
this that Ellis was charged with endeav- 
oring to put engines of the Southern road 
out of business.

The second co#mt,on which the 
cunvicticn was made, charged Ellis with 
willfully and maliciously injuring engines 
or the Southern railroad.

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THEY SWORE TO 
MURDER COPS 


Startling Conversation Heard 
Between Jailbirds Held 
for Burglary. 


BELIEVED THE GANG 
ASSASSINATED DEBRAY 


Prisoners Talk to Each Other Abogit 
Their Oath To Kill Policemen. 
Jailer Overhears Conver-_ 
sation an: Reports It 
to the Police. 


“Say, you fellows, remember your 
oath.’ 

“Yes, we do.” 

“It is to kill policemen.” 

“Now that the d— police have got us 
in nere our oath is more binding thar 
ever.’ 

This startling conversation was over- 
heard by Jailer Miller in the Tower a few 
nights ago, The speakers were negro pris- 
oners, members of the burglars’ gang ar- 
rested about a month ago for robbing the 
Anderson Hardware Company's store at 
the corner of Peachtree street and Edge- 
wood avenue. 

The whispered conversation 
ried on between the negroes from one cell 
to another when they thought no one was 
listening. Jailer Miller chanced to he 
within earshot and he kept still until the 
talk had ceased. 

The .police all along believed they had 
captured the most notorious gang of bur-- 
glars ever arrested in Atlanta. but ret 
until the conversation between the pris- 
oners was overheard by the jailer did 
they know that the gang in the Tower 
was banded tegether’ to murder offi- 
cers aS well as burglarize houses and 
stores. ,

Capture of the Gang. 

About a month ago officers Bone and 
Fogg heard a pistol shot in a negro dive 
on Decatur street. They hastened to the 
dive and found a negro shot. They saw 
two negroes running away and gave 
chase. One of the negroes, Will Redding, 
stopped and threw .a pistol into Officer 
Fogg’s face. Th> officer had his own pis- 
tol already drawn agd before the negro 
could shoot he fired. The ball passed 
through the muscles of the negro’s right 
arm, rendering him powerless to hold his 
pistol. 

Redding made a cgnfession, telling the 
officers all about the gamg and aiding 
them in capturing five of the seven bur- 
glars at large. Redding stated that he 
had burglarized the Anderson Hardware 
Company's store to get-pistols wifh which 
to arm the gang. AHN the stobn pistols 
were recovered with a bag full of cart- 
ridges. 

The negroes arrested were Will Red- 
ding, Fred. Thomas, Sherman Brewer, 
Percy Jackson, Will Thomas and Henry 
Thomas. 

These six were sent to the Tower and 
the jailer overheard them talking about 
their oath to kill policemen. 

When Redding made his confession, 
and while suffering great pain from his 
wound, he said among other thiggs: 

“You people don’t know who it was 
that Killed Policeman DeBray at West 
End.’ 

Sinch then many,of the pfficers in the 
police Gevartment *hagve welieved that 
Redding'’s gang grustered' DeBray and 
they think the men held for the murder 
belonged, to the gang. 

Within a year three or fouf attempts 
have been made by the. negroes to way- 
lay policemen and two have had narrow 
escapes from being assassinated.
